REMARKS 
Status Summary 

In response to the Amendment B and Notice of Appeal filed May 31 , 2002, the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (hereinafter the "Patent Office") entered the 
Amendment but maintained the rejection of claims 25-38 as presented in the Final 
Official Action dated December 4, 2001. See Advisory Action dated July 12, 2002. 

Claims 25-38 are canceled herein. New claims 67-200 have been added 
through the filing of the instant CPA. New claims 67 and 134 find support in claim 1 
as originally filed; new claims 79 and 146 find support in claim 13 as originally filed; 
new claims 91 and 158 find support in claim 25 as originally filed; new claims 105 
and 172 find support in claim 39 as originally filed; and new claims 119 and 186 find 
support in claim 52 as originally filed. 

Additional support for new claims 67-200 can found throughout the subject 
applicafion as filed, including but not limited to page 11, lines 14-19 (recitation of 
xenobiotic and endobiotic); page 22. lines 11-14 and page 24, lines 10-11 (recitation 
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of a labeled substrate); and page 21, lines 1-10 and page 41, lines 12-24 (recitation 
of induced metabolic enzyme activities). 



CONCLUSIONS
